Irrigation Intakes Are Not Properly 
Screened and Kill Many 
Fish 

Calgary.—The fisheries commission 
appoiuted by the Dominion —govern- 
ment to investigate the fisheries situ- 
ation in Western Canada held a ses- 
sion in Calgary lest week. 

The commission was composed of 
Prof, E. E. Prince, chairman; Judge 
McGuire, of Saskatchewan, and Dr. 
Sisley, of Calgary. 

The investigation brought out sev- 
eral important points; that the fisher- 
ies law is a dead letter as far as Al- 
berta was concerned; that a fishery 
official is a rare sight; that no one 
bothers about the fishing regulations; 
that fish are destroyed wholesale by 
dynamite and brush cribs, and that 
within the past twenty years the 
streams have been almost depleted, 

Various remedies were suggested 
by witnesses, the one that found most 
favor being the establishment of a 
hatchery for the propagation of moun-

He first 
went to Fort Simpson, by way of the} 
Athabasca and Mackenzie rivers, then 
up the Laird river as far as Fort 
Laird, and along the Nelson and over 
the divide to Fort St. John. He came 
back by way of Peace River and Les- 
ser Slave Lake. 

Mr. Conroy states that there is a 
great amount of agricultural land 
north of the Saskatchewan ready to 
be developed as soon as transporta- 
tion facilities are provided.

The prairie country could not have 
been built up without having the for- 
ests to fall back upon, for the forests 
must always be a permanent feature 
in civilization.

Memory Verse, !3—Golden Text, 
Mark xiv, 8—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We are to have five lessons in this 
chapter, the greater portion of which 
is recorded by Mark unt Luke also. 
The first five verses and the last three 
are in the regular order of events, two 
days before tne Passover, and Jesus 
aguin announces that He is to be cru- 
citied (verse 2). The record says that 
not only had the chief priests, scribes 
and elders determined to kill Him, but 
they were actuaily consulting as to 
how they could do it in a quiet man- 
ner without un uproar, for they feared 
the people. ‘Then entered Satan into 
Judas, surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve, and he went his 
way and communed with the chiet 
priests and captains how he might be- 
tray Him unto them,” and for thirty 
pieces of silver he agreed to do it in 
the absence of the mu.titude (verse 15; 
Luke xxii, 3-6). Luke also tells us 
that during those last days He was in 
the daytime teaching in the temple, 
and at night He went out and abode 
in the mount that is called the Mount 
of Olives (xxi, 87). After such a re- 
cord concerning Him whose witnesses 
we are and whose steps we are to fol- 
low shall we ever again complain if 
we are hated for His sake, if one who 
professed to be our friend joins the 
enemy aguinst us. 

The anointing by Mary is recorded 
by Mark and John also, but not by 
Luke, In Luke vii, 36-60, there is a 
record of an anointing which was also 
in the house of a man called Simon, 
but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the woman is unnamed and was 
confessedly a sinful woman, 

_The event of our lesson today was 
six days before the Passover, and it 
was at Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha and Mary and 
Lazarus were all present. They made 
Him a supper, and Martha served, and 
Lazarus was one of them that sat at 
the table with Him (John xii, 1, 2). It 
was on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of very precious ointment 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it both on His head 
and on His feet as He sat at meat, 
and the house was filled with the odor 
}of the ointment. Compare the three 
records. Mary, like the other woman, 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her own tears with which 
she had washed His feet, while Mary 
wiped them after she had anointed 
them with the ointment (Luke vii, 38; 
|John xii, 3). In the one case it was the 
heartfelt gratitude of a truly penitent 
sinner, while in the other it was the 
devotion of true worship and an 
{anointing beforehand for His burial, 
for He said so, and He knew her heart 
and her purpose. My own conviction 
is that Mary had received His words 
concerning His cruel death at the 
hands of His enemies and knew that 
it would therefore be impossible for 
His friends to show any kindness to 
His body then, #s far as she could see 
and she had made preparation and 
had watched for her opportunity, 
which has now come. Can any one 
say that He, knowing all things, had 
not arranged this stop at Bethany 
speciaily for her sake? The other wo- 
men, who, like Peter and John and 
the rest of His disciples, had not_re- 
ceiv His sayings concerning His 
sufferings, bought spices after His 
death and burial to anoint His body 
when the Sabbath had passed, but 
they never used them for that pur- 
pose, so thut Mary was. the only wo- 
man who was privileged to anoint 
Him for burial. 

Those who receive all His words 
have blessings beyond all others. 
Some one has suggested that in the 
three, Martha, Mary and Lazarus, 
taken together, we have what consti- 
well rounded Christian life— 
Lazarus, the power of a resurrection 
life, because that by reason of Him 
many of the Jews went away and be- 
lieved on Jesus (John xii, 11); 
Martha, restful service, because that 
here we do not read of her being cum- 
bered, as on a former oceasion; Mary, 
true devotion and worship, for such 
is always costly. David said, “Neither 
will I offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord my God of that which doth cost 
me nothing’ (II Sam, xxiv, 24). Let 
us ponder as in His sight, the cost 
of our worship of and devotion to 
Him. Financially how does it com- 
pare with our worship of self and the 
world? If we become as devoted to 
Him as Mary was not only will some 
Judas criticise us, but many profess- 
edly devoted ones will find fault also, 
for, while no one will, perhaps, con- 
Jemn our love for self and this pres- 
ent world, many will protest against 
too much devotion to Jesus Chris 
Well, let them, if only we can have 
His ‘She hath done what she could,” 
“She hath wrought a good work on 
me”, (Mark xiv, 6, 8). If fault finders 
with devotion to issions could by 
any means hear His voice they would 
doubtless hear a “Let alone,” “Why 
trouble ye them” (verse 10; Mark xiv, 
6). Think of the honor conferred upon 
Mary in that a testimony concerning 
her love and devotion is given in all 
the world wherever the gospel is 
preached, Oh, how real devotion to 
Him is needed in our day, when all 
the world is open to the gospel and 
the age of unparalleled opportunity is 
fest closing, and soon He will come 
again to take His church to Himself. 
May we abide according to I John 
ii, 28.

The Calgary Daily News is now in financial trouble, and is in the 
hands of a receiver on petition of the Imperial Bank, although it con- 
tinues to come to the front regularly. D. M‘Gillicudy, the editor and 
managing director deserves better fate than this, considering the excell- 
ent newspaper he has been publishing and we sincerely hope he will yet 
come out on top with a million or two to his credit. He is one of the 
most independent and fearless writers in Alberta, but has been held 
flown by financial burdens under which no man can do his best work. 

It has been ordered that the assets of the News Publishing Co., 
Ltd., be ordered for sale. 

At the hearing of the application made by James Short, K.C., on 
behalf of the bank a statement was read giving the names of the follow- 
ing as shareholders in the company: C. W. Cross, $14,000; W. H. 
Cushing, $4000; A.C. Rutherford, $2000; Hon. Beane Oliver, $1500; 
J. A. McIntosh, $1500 in $100 shares. 

The capitalization of the company was given as 830,000, of which 
D. MeGillicuddy was rogistered as ownifig 298 shares, and although the 
capitalization of the company was not increased the shares were held by 
the above parties. 

Among the liabilities of the company is a claim for $825,000 from 
D. McGillicuddy, managing “director, for cash advanced to the business, 
but the cluim that this entitled him to a voice in the appointment of a 
liquidator Was overruled by Mr. Justive Stuart. 


Protect the Prairie Chicken 


The other day a farmer residing north of town bitterly complained 
to The Call of the shooting of prairie chicken out of season, He said he 
had several fine flocks hatch on his farm this year, and they were almost 
as tame as barn-yard fowl and he could have killed them with a club, 
but when the season opened not one was to be found, Just before the 
season opened he had drivon several parties off his farm and told them 
to return when the season opened, when he would accompany them. 
One of these parties had returned on a recent Sunday, but he told his 
friend Sunday was not open season, and refused to go along or allow 
Sunday shooting. Said this farmer ‘I um a Yankee and although you 
lawa differ with ours somewhat and also with my ideas, I respect your 
laws and will do my best to observe them all. Ido not want to quarrel 
with my friends or neighbours or I would lay some charges in this re- 
spect. I do not consider myself much of a sportsman, but I hope I am 
a good enough sportsman and citizen to follow the law. Your law in 
regard to sport I consider good, and it must be enforced in order that 
the game may not disappear, altogether. For one I should like very 
much to see the furmers come together and agree to enforce the law in 
this reapect.’? 

The Call agrees with this farmer and will be pleased to hear fron 
more farmers along this line. If our laws are not enforced, in a very 
short time we will have no gume at all in thie now favored sporting 
district. : 


Over 100,000 Homestead Entries in Last Year 


The annual report of the interior department of the Dominion 
Government covering the last fiscal year, gives some illuminative 
statistics of western development. During the twelve months 41,568 
settlers, representing 102,286 souls, took up free homesteads in the 
prririe provinces, as compared with a total of 39,081 homestead entries, 
representing 63,852 souls, in 1908-09. 

Of the new settlers, who took up homesteads last year 3,953 came 
from Ontario 964 from Quebec, 188 from Nova Scotsa, 180 from New 
Brunswick, 94 from Prince Edward Island and 182 from British Co- 
lumbia. 

Canadians who returned from the United States numbered 753, 
Americans 12,818, English 5,458, Scotch 1,329, Irish 546, (rermans 
688, Austria-Hungarians 2891, Sweeds 818, Norwegians 484, and Russ- 
ians 1,061. In the list of American settlers every state and territory 
in the Union is represented,

ing of pre-emption and purchased homestead entries, and July 31, Inst,

In Trees Changing Whole 
Farming Conditions.

word has exactly the same meaning 
East and West, but to the farmer in 
the West, whose speculations are 
mostly confined to the one question 
of whether to sell or hold his wheat 


quite different from any you will find 
as yet in any English dictionary, and 


large part of the story of Western 
development. 

The dictionary says a bluff is a 
bold steep hill, the bank of a river 
or projecting into the sea, but not a 
word does it say as to whether it is 
In the 
Western plains the meaning of the 
word has been extended until it now 
includes any wooded country, though 
the land is much more frequently 
than not quite as level as the prairie 
itself—without the sign of a hill. 
Originally the wood grew only on 
the river banks or about the sloughs 
(slews), When 
wood he had to go to what actually 
were bluffs for it. In the older set- 
tled sections nowadays, nearly every 
farmer will have 25 or 60 acres of 
land grown up in trees, a shelter 
from the nearly constant winds, and 
pasture for stock, and such bush- 
lands are called bluffs. To every one 
in the West a bluff means not a hill, 
but merely a grove of small trees— 
natural growths, mostly poplar and 
oak. The oak is brash, punky stuff, 
of comparatively little value for tim- 
ber o1 firewood. 

These bluffs, so-called, are not 
planted. They seem to grow up na- 
turally where the land is not culti- 
vated. Why, then, did they not grow 
up all over the plains? Targely be. 
cuuse of prairies fires. 80 fiercely 
would the winds drive these fires 
over the plains that no vegetation 
except that of annual growth could 
survive till the broken country was 
reached, With the settlement of the 
country and the plowing of fire-breaks 
on the wild land, the fires are entire- 
ly done away with, and the trees 
survive. Many of these trees are now 
three to five inches in diameter, and 
supply all the summer wood the 
farmer needs,

$1,250,000 A DAY. 


World's Gold Production Enough to 
Make Eight Millionaires a Week. 


The world’s gold output has reach- 
ed an average of about $1,250,000 for 
each day of the year, and of that 
total the Transvaal mines furnish 
upward of one-third. Every week 
throughout the year, between $2,500,- 
000 and $3,000,000 worth of the metal 
in bars, varying from 400 to 1,000 
ounces, is sent to London. 

The bars are pnid into the local 
South African hanks by the various 
mining companies, whose accounts 
are credited with the value, pure 
old being worth $20.81 approximate- 
y an ounce, The banks then under- 
take the shipment of the bars, which 
go down tc Cape Town each week and 
arrive at Southampton some seven- 
teen days later. 

As the Cape boats generally arrive 
at Southampton on Saturday morn- 
ing, the gold is sent up at once to 
London and taken to the Bank of 
England for sufe lodging until the 
following Monday, when the bars 
are taken out of the vaults and hand- 
ed over to the refiners, On the same 
day the bullion brokers on behalf of 
the South African banks sell the 
parcels, which, after their treatment 
at the hands of the refiners, are 400 
ounces in weight.

WHERE WE GET OUR FISH. 

Salmon From Fraser and Hanbuty) 
From Prince Rupert. } 

When the Ontario housekeeper ord. | 
ers her cut of choice salmon to form | 
the piece de resistance in that de. 
licious mayonnaise and cucumber 
combination, or the juicy steak sliced 
from the boneless body of a mon- | 
strous halibut, little does it concern | 
her whence comes the fish. So it be | 
fresh and otherwise in good condi: | 
tion, she is contented to let it go 
at that. 

As a matter of fuct, that fish she | 
has bought for supper has come a 
very long way to grace her table— | 
well over three thousand miles. For 
practically all the salmon and halibut 
sold in the Eastern market are im- 
ported from British Columbia. 

“We get cheap rates on them, as 
they are shipped in by the carload,” | 
said a dealer to a reporter, pointing | 
to boxes filled with two varieties of 
the toothsome fish, the steel-head and 
the spring salmon. Nearby, lying | 
amid broken ice, were the flat de- | 
capitated bodies of big 50 and 60- 
pound halibut whose heads ure in- 
variably lopped off {to save excess 
weight in shipment. They all come 
from the north Pacific, caught in the 
neighborhood of Prince Rupert. 

The sea is full of cod in the same | 
locality. But it doesn’t pay to shi 
them down here as yet. All cod, | 
haddock and flounders consumed in 
this province are imported from the 
noe Provinces and Newfound. 
and, |

“No, we g.’ none of the Nova 
| Scotia salmon, here,” declared the | 
dealer. | 


But more interesting to the obser- 
ver than the sult water fish are those 
from the great lakes. White fish, 
herring, and salmon trout are, of 
course, the chief of these, though a 
few cases of the local perch, pike 
and pickerel do in the season make 
their appearance on the market. 

“Notice the difference between 
these two,” snid the salesman, pick- 
ing the gleaming bodies of two sal- 
mon trout from their bed of pounded 
ice. “This big fellow is a Georgian 
Bay fish, but just compare this Lake 
Ontario trout to him.” Layers of fat 
appeared inside the Lake Ontario 
one, whereas the other, though big 
and firm, comnletely lacked this 
strong evidence of good feeding. 

“The Ontario one is by far the bet- 
ter fish,” informed the piscatorial 
expert. “But these herring of ours 
can't touch those that come in from 
Lake Erie. Just cast your eye on 
that.” And he wrenched the lid off 
a box of plump beauties from the 
| smallest of the great lakes. Likewise 
in whitefish, Erie beats the others. 
The warm waters of her shallow basin 
make an ideal home for the fish, 
which breed there in countless mil- 
lions. The abundance of food in 
submarine plant life accounts for the 
superiority of the finny harvest glean- 
ed therefrom. 

A box full of carp in a corner of 
the ware-room caught the eye of | 
the reporter. They had been caught 
not far away from Toronto, probably 


| 


in Ashbridge’s Bay, where these 
destroyers of marsh vegetation | 
abound. Carp is not generally | 


esteemed, though the fish finds great 
favor with the Hebrews, two of whom 
presently appeared upon the scene 
armed with a market basket. 

Tons of fish are held in cold stor- 
age. In one chamber where an am- | 
monia apparatus keeps the tempera- 
ture below 32, and where hoary frost 
coats the rows of piping, the scribe 
saw a string of salmon frozen hard 
as iron. Back in the semi-darkness 
of the room the great white sides of 
a stiffened halibut loomed ghostly. 

“We could keep them there for two 
years, but we work them out as fast 
as we can," observed the fishman. 
“You see fish get rusty if they are 
held too long in a frozen condition. 
It muy seem strange, but when a fish 
that has been in storage over time is 
tuken out and thawed, rust, or whut 
looks very like it, actually appears 
on the scales. It is some sort of ex- | 
udation. Anyway it won't come off | 
and it spoils the fish.” |

PLACE WHERE ANGLICANS CELE- 
BRATED BI-CENTENARY. 


District Around Halifax Is One of the 
Most Historic In the Dominion 
and Is the Spot Where the Most 
Autocratic of the U. E, Loyalists 
Settled When They Came to Canada 
—Old Colonial Dioeese. 


The bi-centenary of the Church of 
England in Canada, and the opening 
of All Saints’ Cathedral and the Cana. 
dian Church Congress, which have 
been celebrated in Halifax, N.S., dur- 
ing the past month have brought into 
the light one of the most interesting 
and historic parts of the Dominion 
It was the refuge of the wealthiest of 


the British Empire Loyalists who 
came from Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and New York in 1791. 


Colonial architecture prevails in the 
larger buildings of the period, but of

all the handsome structures none is 
more beautiful than the old college 
building in which the church confer- 
ence was held. 

Nova Scotia, although 


the oldest 
diocese in any British colony, has 
hitherto had only a wooden pro-Cathe- 
dral, now burnt down. The new 
building will be an historic one, com- 
memorating the first Anglican service 
in Canada. 

The cost will be $175,000, of which 
raised chiefly in 
Nova Scotia; this has exhausted the 
iving power of the province, and tha 
nalance of $40,000 must be obtained 
from generous friends outside.
